Cash Is received and dlsbursed as It was
before state cash was required to be turned
into the stale treasury; no remittances
made, as balance does not exceed §230. The
cash fund Is chiefly spent by order of the
steward for miscellaneous items. No vouch-
era are filled for state cash llems as there
= no balanoe on deposit with the state
treasurer. The state officers have no op-
portunity of scrutinising state ocash ex-
penditures excepling as they appeéar on re-
ports flled by the slate superintendent.
This affords opportunity for scrutiny, but
not for auditing.

During the last xix months cash fund
recelpts amoanted to 676, disbursmnts,
$900.85; balance on hand, $I63.06. The chief
source of the cash fund is I'he sale of hides
from beef cattle. Beef caltle, butter and
ogge, are big ltems in the list of goods
bought by permit. During the Iast three
months 36,600 was expended by permit from
the state board. During the prior three
months S50 was expended by permit.
The accountant belleves purchasea by per-
mit may posaibly be reduced. The account-
ant will make a special report In regard
ta the condition of the funds of the inmsti-
tutlon. In addition to his 50 salary as
muperintendent and living expenses Dr,
Korn receives 800 a year for his services
as postmaster, He says the vostoffice at
the institution saves the stale money, an
before its establishment the state pald a
mail carrier from 30 to §5 & month.
